Russians Now Hurling a 
Furious Attack on Ga- 
lician City. 
FRENCH WIN GERMAN 
LINES NEAR VERDUN 


Beat Back Teutons Where 
Latter Were Once Near 
to Success. 


:: Today's War News 
* 
Given in Summary 


The capture of German first-line 
trenches over a front of one mile 
before Verdun, was announced to- 
day by the French war office. The 
ground was won in the long con- 
tested sector east of the Meuse 
between the Vaux-Chapitre region 
and the town of Chenoxs. It is in 
this sector where 
the 
Germans 
most nearly approached a breach 
in the defenses of the city that 
the heaviest fighting has been in 
progress recently. 


On the Somme front the princi- 
pal activity of last night was on 
the initiative of the Germans, who 
made a determined effort to re- 
capture from the British the small 
section of ground along the Guille- 
mont-Combles highway known as 
Leuzee wood. The German counter 
attack led to one of the 
fiercest 
man-to-man struggles 
with hand 
grenades and bayonets which have 
characterized recent fighting along 
the Somme. 
London reports offi- 
cially that in the end the Germans 
were beaten back. 


An intimation that the Somme 
; 
offensive may soon be abandoned 
^ 
for the winter is contained in a 
iispatch from the British front. 
A staff officer is quoted as saying 
that if 
the 
British 
wait until 
spring before making renewed ef- 
forts there will be 
nearly 
four 
times the present great quantity 
of 
artillery 
and 
corresponding 
stores of ammunition. 


A notable victory for Russians 
in Galicia is indicated in the offi- 
cial 
announcement 
from 
Petro- 
grad. It says that the cily of Hal- 
ics, sixty miles southeast of Lem- 
burg, is under Russian bombard- 
ment and in flames. The capture 
of railroad lines in this vicinity 
also is reported. 


Since 
the 
opening of the new 
Russian drive the heaviest pres- 
sure has been directed against the 
Austro-German 
lines above 
and 
below Lemburg, 
and 
there 
has 
been constant fighting before Hal- 
icz. This city is on the trunk line 
railroad running southeast 
from 
Lemburg to Stanislau and Kolo- 
mea, and is also 
the southern 
terminus 
of 
another 
line. 
Its 
strategic 
importance is indicated 
further by the fact that it is on 
the Dniester at its junction with 
the Cnita Lipa. 
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Petrograd, Sept. 7.—(Via London.)— 
The Russians are bombarding the Ga- 
lician town of Halicz, about sixty miles 
southwest of Lemberg, says the Rus- 
sian official report issued today.

Examination for Commis- 
sion in XJ.

Lieut. Ho-v^ard I^tiller, in command of 
the local recruiting office for the Indi- 
ana national guard, has received a letter 
from the department of war at Wash- 
ington, D. C., which states that an ex- 
amination will be given on October 10 
for a commission in the United States 
regular army and that enlisted men in 
the guard will be eligible.

"Now. I am for justice in everything, 
but I propose that in all we do we 
shall Investigate first and then legis- 
late.

For the county hospital a levy of one 
ajid a half cents was made for mainten- 
ance and a half-cent levy for retiring 
bonds. 


Work on the county hospital will be- 
gin in the spring, W. C. Schwier, coun- 
ty commissioner, said Thursday. 
Work 
on the State street bridge wül start as 
soon as possible. 


Causes R^oicing. 


The action of 
the 
county 
council 
Thursday ha.s caused general rejoicing 
among the members of the Anti-Tuber- 
culosis society and others interested in 
the fight against the disease in this 
county. 
Since the estaWis.hmenfc of the 
tuberculosis camp by the- coonty much 
good has been accomplished and several 
permanent 
cures 
affected, 
notwith- 
standing the limited facili|jes. With a 
new hospital building, however, much 
more can be done. 


Victory for Cotmnissioners. 


The county commissioners have work- 
ed in complete harmony with the offi- 
cial» of the Anti-Tuberculosis 
society 
and have done everything within their 
power to promote the camp. 
It was 
upon their recommendation that an ap- 
propriation for the erection of the hos- 
pital was askj^ of the county council. 


Objection was raised Wednesday by 
Councilman Hafctersley to the 
appro- 
priation on the ground that he believed 
a landscape architect should be se- 
cured 
to lay out the grounds, that 
plans and figures should first be obtain- 
ed and that much more time was need- 
ed to more thoroughly investigate the 
matter.

Conferees on Revenue Bill 
Eliminate Mail Retali- 
ation Feature. 


AMERICANS ABOARD 
MIGHT BE HARMED 


Hitches Between House and 
Senate Bring Delay in 
Adjournment. 


Washington, 
Sept. 7.—Conferees 
on 
the emergency revenue bill today struck 
out the Phelan amendment to empower 
the president to retaliate against citi- 
zens of belligerent nations which inter- 
fered with Unted States mails. 
The 
argument which prevailed in the confer- 
ence was that it might work great hard- 
ships to Americans in foreign countries 
by counter-retaliation. 


The conference also 
abandoned 
the 
Chamberlain amendment to prohibit ad- 
mission of Pacific ocean salmon or hali- 
but through a foreign country except in 
bond from an American port. 
This, it 
was decided, might develop a commercial 
war with Canada and bring about retal- 
iation against American Atlantic coast 
fisheries. 


The conference committee 
had 
not 
reached final agreement when the house 
met, but they were reaching the s t ^ e 
of mutual concession in hope of getting 
an agreement some time today. 
The 
delay threatens to postpone adjourn- 
ment until Saturday. 
Although there 
have been rumors of eleventh-hour tan- 
gles that might carry the session into 
next week, administration leaders think 
that unlikely^

German Chancellor Defends

replied emphatically that the value of 
the submarine was exaggerated by the 
adherents of wholesale torpedoing. 


The chancellor said that insistence on

unrestricted 
submarine 
warfare 
would cause war between Germany and 
the United States and that the results 
of unlimited torpedoing would not jus- 
tify such a policy.

pomt tHe chancellor is quoted as saying 
that

effectively 
blockade England nor cut off England's 
food supplies.

Street Railway Break in 
New York Has Not Yet 
Tied Up the City. 
SUBWAY AND L LINES 
CENTER OF TROUBLE 


Figures on Number of Men 
Out Vary in Estimates 
from 2,000 to 9,000. 


New York, Sept. 7.—A strike 
was 
inaugurated on the subway and «le- 
vated lines and several surface sys- 
tems of the Interborough Rapid Tran- 
sit company today, but up to noon the 
city appeared only slightly 
affected. 
Union leaders who demand abrogation 
by the company of the so-called "mas- 
ter and servant" contracts binding the 
employes not to ask wage 
increases 
for two years, claimed that 9,000 men 
had walked out, including 4,000 on the 
subway and elevated systems. 


Traction officials asserted that not 
more than 2,000 men had quit and with 
the aid of strikebreakers the company 
was maintaining normaj schedules on 
subway and "Xi." The "green car" sys- 
tem, operated by the New York Rail- 
ways 
company, was 
chiefly affected 
apparently not more than 30 per cent of 
these surface cars running. 


Only in Manhattan and Bronx. 


Except in Manhattan and the Bronx 
boroughs no railway lines were 
af- 
fected. 
Meanwhile 
traction 
officials 
admitting "the gra^^lty of the situation 
Is such that at any 
moment 
a crisis 
may arise." were providing stocks of 
provisions for the strikebreakers, many 
of whom have come from other cities.

OTHERS TO REMAIN 
THERE FOR PRESENT 


Fort Wayne Company Does 
Not Come Under New 
Release Provision. 


Washington, 
Sept. 
7.~The 
fifteen 
thousand guardsmen returned from the 
border by the recent order of the war 
department 
were today ordered mus- 
tered out of the federal service. 
The 
guardsmen remaining on the border stay- 
there for the present. 


The war department officiaJ announce- 
ment was made in the following state- 
ment : 


"The secretary of war directs that all 
the organizations of the national guard 
in the federal service recently ordered 
from the border 
to 
their 
respective 
mobilization camps be mustered out of 
the federal service as soon as practical 
and returned to the normal statute of 
national guard troops except in the case 
of the Fourteenth New York regiment, 
which is to be held in service at 
its 
mobilization camp pending the preva- 
lence in that regiment of para-typhbid 


"As soon as it can be safely done this 
regiment also will be 
mustered 
out. 
Similar precaution should be taken with 
any other organisation returning from 
the border suffering from any infection 
or which is under suspicion of being in- 
fected. 
The troops affected are 
t h ^ 
regiments from New York, two • from 
New Jersey, one from Maryland, two 
from Illinois, two from Missouri, one 
from California, one from Oregon, one 
frim Washington and one h^M Louis- 
iana. 
These units comprise in the ag- 
gregate about 15,000 national guards- • 
men. 


The plan for the mustering out of the 
regiments will be

UPHILL WORK NEARLY OVER? 


British Say Capture-of Ginchy Is Only 
Remainin;g Difficult Task. 


With the British Army in France (Via 
London), Sept. 7.—(4:50 
a. 
m.)—^The 
British feel that their uphill work in 
this latesi ofTensivc is over with tho 
e.xception of tho taking of Ginchy. 
For 
over two months now their iight has 
been one to gain high ground over the 
broad commanding front. 
Guillemont, 
now in their possession, is the last of 
the old second line trenches and from 
tho Somme to ITiiepval 
the 
Germans 
now have been blasted out of their old 
positions. 


"This is not the only point in our 
favor," said a British staff officer. "The 
Germans chose their ground when they 
built this line of fortifications which 
they considered by their own admission 
to be invulnerable. 
Wien the British 
first smashed through, tho Germans said 
that we Avere in a sack. 
So wo were, 
in one sense. 
But we had to make an 
opening in that solid line of defense aa 
a start in our plans. 
We 
knew 
tho 
hardest work would come after the great 
main attack, and this is so fat accom- 
plished that it is the Germans now who 
are in a sack." 


The British and French success this 
week had an extraordinary effect on 
both armies. Tho ability of the French 
to make a second drive over the broad 
front, and the same sector as that of 
the big offensive of tho first of July, 
brought conviction to the professional 
skepUcs. 


"Go over and see the French," said 
the British officer, "if you want to seij 
an army with its head in the air." 


Not even the weather can dampen the 
high spirits of both armies. 
Tlie rain 
has been of the persistent 
pitchfork, 
chilly autumn style. 
Men who came 
out of tho 
trenches 
plastered 
with 
chalky clay, who had been charging un- 
der a weight of sixty pounds equipment 
and then lying in miniature ponds made 
by shells, or on the wet ^arth digging 
and wallowing in the mud, say Guille- 
mont is taken and that pays for their 
hardships.

STRIKE FAILS 


TO HIT HARD 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


If the carmen can carry out their 
threats to halt surface as well as sub- 
way and elevated traffic. New York 
faces the bigrgest and most vital strike 
In Its historj-. 
The geographical for- 
mation of Manhattan Is long and nar- 
row—the wide distribution of popula- 
tion of the greater city and the con- 
centration of the business makes New 
York peculiarly susceptible to any in- 
terruption of street car traffic. 


When the workers of the city started 
for their places of employment today 
the Amalgamated Assbciation of Street 
and Electric Railway employes which 
Is conducting the strike, had been una- 
ble to tie up the subway and elevated 
lines, but had succeeded in crippling 
some of tHe most Important surface 
lines. 


With Aid of Strike-Breakers. 


With the aid of nearly 3,000 strike- 
breakers and under police protection the 
Interborough Rapid Transit 
company 
was running its trains on subway and 
"1J" almost on normal schedules. 
The 
strike of the Interborough employes has 
spread, liowever, to the carmen of tlie 
New York Railways company, wliich op- 
erates all but two of the important sur- 
face lines in the boroughs of Manhat- 
tan i^nd the Bronx. 
Lines in Brooklyn 
in the -system of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit company are thus far at peace. 


Approximately 18,000 employes are 
affected. 
The immediate cause of the 
strike is the refusal of the Interborough 
company to release the men from un 
agreement to seek further improvement 
in working conditions for a period of 
two years after the advance in pay 
which the men received last month. Bo- 
hind these demands, however, is a con- 
test over the unionization of the street 
car workers of the city, among whom 
the amalgamated association has gained 
a strong footing onfy during the last 
few months. 


The traction 
chiefs 
declared they 
could maintain service on the subway 
and elevated lines, but expressed fear 
that police portection would not bo 
adequate to enable them to keep the 
regular number of surface cars run- 
ning.

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Delay to the Hospital Plan 


Sketches from Life 
By Temple 


Tt is to be sincerely regretted that the county council failed to 
5ee its way clear to make the $50,000 appropriation sought for the tu- 
berculosis hospital at this time, and by its refusal gave this beneficient 
work a set-back of at least one year. 
The appropriation has been 
urged by the county- commissioners who had made provision for start- 
ing the work, and by the Anti-Tuberculosis league, whose members 
have devoted themselves assiduously to this work of unselfish humani- 
turianism. The fact that the appropriation was defeated by a major- 
ity'- of but one vote in the council shows that all but a scant majoritj'- 
of the board appreciated the need for early action and recognized that 
failure of or delay in intelligent and adequate action to conserve 
human health is costing life that might be saved and pceasioning peril 
and expense to others that might be avoided. 


Members of the council who opposed the providing of funds at 
this time offered the plea that undue haste was being urged, that a 
landscape architect should bo secured to map out the grounds, and 
that further study and investigation are necessary before the county 
embarks in the hospital enterprise. 
Yet the matter has, we think, 
been gone into very thoroughly hy those who are leading the organ- 
ized campaign against the v.hite plague here. They have sought in- 
formation from man,y sources and observed the benificent operation 
of siinilar institutions elsewhere, and there has never been the slight- 
est danger that the prosecution of the enterprise here would not be 
attended by the most careful, competent and intelligent direction. 


Allen county has inade a line start in the creation of the summer 
camp, Fort Recovery, l)nt it is but half doing its work when it fails to 
provide the hospital as avoII. The hospital is of vastly more im- 
poi'tancc than a good many other improvements on which we spend 
money freely. Dispouragiiig as the present defeat may be to the anti- 
tuberculosis workers, it 'is but temporary. 
The hospital will comc 
laier, and The Sentinel feels very sure the leaders in the effort are too 
devoted to the cause and too fine a crowd of good fighters to quit be- 
fore they see the hospital as an accomplished triumph. 


S h i p T o d a y 


President Ripley, of the Santa Fe railroad, is quoted as having 
declared that his railway system will simply refuse to accept the pro- 
visions of the Adamson eight-hour law until forced to do so by the 
court of last resort. Doubtless President Ripley presumes he knows 
his business, and doubtless, too, he is sustained in his attitude by 
the competent legal advice which railroad are accustomed to seek. At 
the same time, there is something in it that smacks of flagrant de- 
na,nce that does not comport with the accepted idea or law-abiding 
•rderliness. It is one thing to contest in the courts the validity of a 
law which one believes to be unwarranted and unconstitutional. 
It 
is quite another to openly flout that law so long as it is law and before 
it has been overturned. If Mr. Ripley placp any value at all upon 
public sentiment, or considers it at all desirable to se'em-e and main- 
tain a kindly popular feeling toward his big rail system, he is man- 
ifesting the fact in a very strange sort of manner. 


Commenting on recent tariff legislation by congress, H. H. Gross, 
president of the Tariff Commission league, a national organization 
i^f business men, declares that ''we got everything we desired in the 
tariff commission amendment to the revenue bill except a $10,000 
salary for the members of the commission.'' The business men played 
ft very large part in persuading congress to enact the tariff commis- 
sion plan into law, and Mr. Gross' declaration is a pretty fine testi- 
monial to the desire of congress to respond readily to the plainly- 
expressed sentiment of the people. 
It was true in the case of the 
tariff commission and no less true in many other instances. Having 
secured pretty much everything else for which they were contending, 
•we think the business men will be disposed to forgive congress for 
'its failure to put those salaries higher.

Stfcte sj-stem of rural credits for short 
•Wrm loans to farmers so they may have 
tnoney to sow and harvest their crops: 
ind loans for landless farmers. 


About 85 per cent of North Dakota's 
population live on farms. 
Up to now 
the other 15 per cent did the law-mak- 
ing and ruling. 
Among this 
lo per 
cent were leaders of the old machine, 
owned by the railroads of the north- 
west and the Minneapolis chamber of 
commerce. 


Laws were enacted or killed off t.) 
Euit the railroads, the grain gamblers 
Jind the Minneapolis flour trusj;. 


Spring wheat, best for flour milling, 
is all marketed under terms and condi- 
tions laid down by the Minneapolis grain 
ring. 


Farmers are paid low prices for wheat 
which Minneapolis grain men pronounce 
low grade. 
This same wheat is put into 
the grain men's elevators, mixed and 
doctored and sold to flour mills as No. 
1 wheat. 


The difference is several cents profit 
for the elevator on each bushel of low

The Non-Partisan League had 40,600 
North Dakota farmers in its fold within 
a year and a half. In the June prima-

They chose 
for 
governor 
Lynn J. 
Frazier, a farmer who had never been 
a candidate for any ofRCe and who at 


the tiipe of the convention was hard 
at work on his land. 


Frazier made a great campaign and 
defeated his old guard rival for the top 
place on the republican ticket. 


Then he started out to campaign for 
the Nov. 7 election. 
The campaign is 
the nearest approach to a pure non- 
partisan one any state has ever seen 
Republican and 
democratic 
candidate.s 
indorsed by the farmers' organization 
get up and ask their hearers to vot<; 
for the whole ticket, disregarding 
party ties.

Chicago Police Seek Insane 
Woman Who Makes 
Threats by Mail. 


Chicago, Sept. 7.—Do you know any 
yiung Chicago woman named "Elisey," 
who has a 6-raonth-old baby boy, who is 
somewhat unbalanced, and who writes a 
"t" much like a capital "A"? 


On Monday night near midnight 
she 
dropped letters into the mail boxes ad- 
dressed to the police department, 
to 
several 
newspaper 
publishers, and 
to 
five young women who are either brides 
elect or newly married. 
She threatened 
to kill the publishers and the 
young 
women. 


Monday was Labor day. On holidays 
all mail is received at the federal build- 
ing postofRce. It is given no other sta- 
tion cancellation stamp. 
So the letters 
could not be traced.

All the letters were written on a cheap 
quality of ruled paper by the same hand, 
and their wording usually showed men- 
tal irresponsibility.

terms of officers two years was adopted. 
Another amendment providing for but 
one affiliated state organization in each 
state caused such a long discus.sion that 
it was referred to a committee of five 
to report at the next annual conven 
tion. 


Crisis Here, Says Mrs. Catt. 


Jfrs. Carrie Chapmann Catt. president 
in her address, which was the feature of 
the afternoon session, pictured the suf- 
frage movement as having reached 
crisis, which means that "the women's 
hour has struck." 
Eame-stly. she ex- 
horted the -vvomen not to lose heart but 
<0 recognize the 
present 
opportunity 
which, "if seized with vigor, enthu.siasm 
and will, means the final victory of our 
great cause in the very near future. 


She said, in part: 
"The great war 
will 
bring 
untold 
changes in its Avake; it presages a total 
change in the status of women. 
In Eu- 
rope. from the 
polar 
circle 
to 
the 
Aegean sea. women have risen and taken 
the places made vacant by men. and in 
so doing they have grown in self-respect 
and in the esteem of their respective na - 
tions. 
Indeed, Europe is realizing as if 
•never did before, that women are hold- 
ing together the civilization for which 
men are fighting. 
A great searchlight 
has been thrown upon the business of 
nation-building and it has been demon- 
strated in every European land that it 
is a partnership with equal but different 
responsibilities resting 
upon the 
two 
partners. 


Edifice Nears Completion. 


"The edifice of woman's liberty nears 
completion. Over our heads, tantalizing 
near, hangs the roof of our edifice—^tho 
vote. 
What 
is otu: duty? 
Shall we 
spend time in admiring the cap-stones 
and cornice? 
Shall we lament the trag- 
edies which accompanied the laying of 
the cornerstones? 
Or, shall we, like the 
builders of old, chant, 'Ho! all hands, 
all hands, heave to! All hands,heave to!' 
and while we chant, grasp the overhang- 
ing roof and with a long pull, a strong 
pull and pull altogether, 
fixe 
it 
in 
place for ever more? 


"Ijet us then take measure 
of 
our 
strength. 
Our cause has won the en- 
dorsement of all political parties; every 
candidate for the presidency is a suffra- 
gist. 
It has won the endorsement of 
most churches; it has won the hearty 
approval of all great organizations of 
women. 
It has won the support of all 
reform movements; it has won the pro- 
^•essives of every variety. 
The ma- 
jority of the press in most states is with 
us. 
Great men in every political party, 
church and movement are with us. 
The 
names of the greatest men and women 
of art, science, literature, philosophy, re- 
form, religion and politics are on our 
lists. 


Cannot Win Reactionaries. 


"We have not won the reactioaaries of 
any party, church or society and we 
never 
will. 
From 
the 
beginning of 
things, there have been antis. 
Before 
the vote is won, there must and will be 
a gigantic final conflict 
between 
the 
forces of progress, righteousness 
and 
democracy and the forces of ignorance, 
evil and reaction- 
That struggle may 
be postponed but it cannot be evaded or 
avoided. 
There is no question as to 
which side will be the victor. 


'Shall we play the coward then, and 
leave the hard knocks for our daughters 
or shall we throw ourselves iinto the 
fray, bare our own 
shoulders to 
the 
blows and thus bequeath to them a po- 
litically 
liberated 
womanhood? 
Our 
movement is like a great Niagara with 
a vast volume of water tumbling over 
its ledge but turning no wheel. 
Our 
organized machinery is set for the pro- 
pagandistic stage and not for the seizm-e 
of victory. 
Our supporters are spread- 
ing the argument for our cause; they 
feel no sense of responsibility for the 
realization of our hopes. Our movement 
lacks cohesion, organization, unity and 
consequent momentum. 


"Behind us, in front of us, ever3rwhere 
about us are suffragists—millions 
of 
them, but inactive and 
silent. 
Were 
never another convert made, , there are 
•suffragists enough in this' country, if 
combined to make so irresistible a driv- 
ing force that victory might be seized 
at once. 


Tells Hoiw to Do It. 


"How can it be done? 
By a simple 
change of mental attitude. 
If you are 
to seize the victory, that change must 
take place in this hall, here and now! 
The old belief, which has sustained suf- 
fragists in many an hour of discourage- 
ment 
'woman 
suffrage is 
bound 
to 
come,' must give way to the new, 'The 
Woman's Hour Has Struck.' 
That slo- 
gan sets the pace of a crusade which 
will have its way. 
It says: 
'Awake, 
arise, my sisters, let your 
hearts 
be 
filled with joy—the time of victory is 
here. 
Onward march." 


"Give heed , at once to the organlMr 
tion of the reserves;, and then to the 
work that they shall do. Organize in 
every asMmbly district and eve^ rotin 
Iffftcinct: cltli«5tliei<ml» ^ 


hold the" key to our political emanclpK- 
tion. 
Compel this army-of lawmakers 
to see woman suffrage, to. think wonian 
suffrage, to talk woman suffrage every 
minute of every day until they heed our 
plea. 


"All this is mere preparedness for 
the final drive to victory. 
The 
next 
question is: 
What shall be our aims? 
To my mind, the insistence of the ••n- 
franchisement of the women of oiu* land 
by federal amendaient, is the only self- 
respecting course to pursue." 


In explaining her reasons for this 
stand, Jlrs. Catt reviewed the fight for 
suffrage in many states and the ob- 
stacles it had met from the liquor inter- 
ests, and charged there had been wide- 
spread resort to illegal practices to de- 
feat suffrage, whereas in a majority of 
the states of the union—in 25 of them— 
there was no provision made by law 
for any form of contest or recount on a 
referendum. 
"Political corrupters may, 
in these states, bribe voters, 
colonize 
voters, and repeat them to their hearts 
content and redress of any kind is prac- 
ically impossible." 


"In my judgment," 
she 
concluded, 
"the women of this land, not only have 
the right to sit on the steps of congress 
imtil it acts but it is their self-respecting 
duty to insist upon their enfranchisement 
by jthat route."

The death of Edward F. Wolf, Nickel 
Plate passenger engineer, last Tuesday, 
marked the passing of one of the very 
few remaining men who helped to build 
the Nickel 
Plate and nvho was em- 
ployed on the road ever since it was 
opened to business. Mr. Wolf came here 
and 
took 
employment 
with the con- 
tractors aS a foreman of one of the 
gangs engaged in grading and later lay- 
ing the tracks. 
When the road opened 
to business he became a brakeman and 
when ho was due to promotion to con- 
ductor, he requested permission to be 
transferred to firing on a locomotive. 
January 10, 1887, he was promoted to 
freight engineer and seven years ago 
was advanced to the passenger depart- 


ment. 
For a number of years he be- 
longed to Division 12, B. L. E., trans- 
ferring his membership and becoming a 
charter member of Nickel Plate division

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Dust is harmful when it is present in 
any quantity, for it irritates and

flames the air pas- 
sages 
an 
irrita- 
tion

lead to destmction 
of lung tissues. 


D u s t 
prepares 
the way for the 
ever 
alert 
germs 
that 
cause 
colds, 
catarrh, mfluenza and pneimionia. 


If tuberculosis germs are in the dust, 
there lies the danger of the disease en- 
tering the lungs of the individual breath- 
ing such dust. 


People having tuberculosis should re- 
member this and be careful when they 
expectorate. 


House dust is more harmful than 
street dust. 


When sweeping or dusting, proper 
ventilation is essential. 


Rugs are more sanitary than carpets; 
they allow outdoor cleanihg and expo- 
sure to sun. 


In dusting and sweeping 
rooms, as 
little dust as possible should be raised. 
Feather dusters and dry cloths should 
NEVER be used. 


If a room is carpeted scatter small 
pieces of damp newspaper over the sur- 
face of the carpet before sweeping. 


Every precaution should be taken if 
there is illness in a house, particularly 
tuberculosis, to prevent the germs of the 
disease from getting 
into the air and 
dust.

The warm days of summer bring foot 
troubles.

Aside from its disgusting 
appearance this should be removed 
at 
once other^vi<ie it will cause decay. 


Decay in a child's first set of teeth is 
as dangerous us it is in later teeth. 
It 
is a common error that because the first 
teeth are temporary they do not .require 
attention. 
This is a great mistake for 
the regularity of the permanent teeth 
depends largely upon the retention of 
the first set until the second is ready to 
appear. 


The mother should make it a part of 
her daily care to see that the child's 
teeth are clean,, and if this is done the 
child will, as it grows older, find it im- 
possible to feel comfortable without hav- 
ing cleansed the teeth as thorough^ a« ' 
the hands and face. 


Under proper conditions the tempor- " 
ary teeth should remain in the mouth 
until they simply lose their hold from < 
absorption of their roots and drop out as 
white and clean as when they first ap- 
peared. 


When decay commences the same care 
should be takdn to prevent its spreadine 
as would be given to similar trouble if 
the teeth were a permanent set.

hand. 


But Dublin si(s grave, silent, sullen. 
It has always before its eyes the sombre 
piles of nuns where once wa.=; its great- 
e.st business center, and all these other 
buildings pitted with bullet marks or 
disfigured with shellholes. 


A visitor has no need to be told that 
the 
fighting 
here that 
terrible Easter 
•week was desperate and bloody. 
He can 
see that for himself. 


The great general postoifice, two of the 
largest hotels, the principal department 
store, 
and 
many 
other 
commanding 


stnictures were 
included in the devas- 
tated region. 
The empty shell of the 
postofiice still stands. 
Ail the rest 
are 
heaps of rubbish, five blocks long and 
three blocks wide. 


The mere sight depresses every heart; 
so does the memory of the wild struggle 
down to death that it brings back. 
But 
Dublin and all southern 
Ireland have 
heavier burdens than this. 


The men that led the Easter week re- 
volt have been added to the long list of 
national heroes and martyrs; they have 
become to the average Irishman like Em- 
met, Wolfe Tone 
and 
Tandy. 
Their 
cause has been 
taken to the poptilar 
heart, their deaths are bitterly resented, 
and how far these feelings may'go and 
what they may lead to are questions 
that keep sober men from their sleep. 


"Crush out Sinn Fein!" was the cry 
of some British joumels. 
Crush it ? The 
best living authority on Irish affairs tells 
me there are now ten times as many 
Sinn Feiners as there were when the iu- 
surreotion broke loose. 


"Up with the republic!" is the forbid- 
den cry in Ireland. 
I have heard it in 
the most unexpected places. 


The day T came here a great crowd 
•stood in the street before the railway 
station, cheering vehemently. 
All 
were 
Sinn Feiners. 
What were they cheeringF 
A little band of other Sinn Feiners just 
released from English prisons. 


Nothing in those cheers sounded Jike 


the note of crushed men. 


"Seems like killing folks was a waste 
of time," .says the reflective old pirate in 
Stephenson's story. 
In the case of the 
men put to death for this uprising it 
was still worse. 
It spread hatred, im- 
placable 
resentment, 
and

sense 
of 
wrong that will outlast this generation 
and others. 


The war has revealed in men an in-

blunder in all the war has been so mon- 
strous and bovine as this. 


The rebel leaders 
surrendered

coiu-tmartialed at 
night and sliot the next morning. Masses 
of Irish people have one clear notion 
that surrendered prisoners of war ought 
not to be shot, and another that these 
men were not shot as traitors, but be- 
cause they were Irishmen. 


And they point to De Wet in South 
Airica. 


Is treason a matter 
of 
geography? 
they ask. 


Men that helped to put down the in- 
surrection and bore arms against it feel 
this as deeply as the sons and brothers 
of the men they fought against. 
It is 
strange and ominous, but it is true. 


The outlook is stormy on all sides 
now, bnt stormiest in Ireland. 
If at the 
end of the war perdition breaks lose else- 
where in the empire, what shall -we look 
for here? 


Ireland is under martial law and has 
been combed for weapons.- Wisely, 
no 
doubt. 
In view of the situation. 
But 
for all the soldiery everywhere, "snip- 
ing" goes on in out-of-the-way 
places, 
and any man that walks abroad may 
see the signs of trouble.

Bakers Are Objecting to 
Code Which Fixes the 
Weight of Each Loaf. 


The city council may repeal the ordi- 
nance which fixes the size of bread at 
sixteen and twenty-four ounces, at the 
council session next Tuesday evening. 
Bakers of the city are very anxious to 
have the law repealed. 
They can keep 
the price of bread down by. making the 
loaves slightly smaller, they say, where- 
as they must keep boosting the selling 
figure with each raise in the cost of ma- 
terials under the present law. 
_ 


Bread price is now six cents and will 
no doubt go higher, because flour prices,, 
especially, are near the sky. The five 
cent loaf would have remained at least 
several days longer by decreasing the 
size .of the little loaf if the city law 
would have allowed. 


Bakers do not like to raise the prices 
because it means dissatisfied customers, 
they say. The bakers prefer to cut the 
size of the loaf. 


City Sealer C. B. Tolan has given out 
that as long as the present ordinance is 
in eflfect it must be complied with to the 
letter. 
The ordinance, passed in 1897, 
does not tolerate tlie practice of making 
a "package" of bread to consist of two 
loaves of twelve ounces each and then 
selling one of the loaves for a'nickel, as 
bakers were tryin^r to do, when prices 
cut all profit from their former jitney 
loaf. 


"We have no desire -to work a hard- 
ship on bakers," a councilman 
said 
Thursday. "If the bakers show that the 
law should be repealed I am sure the 
council will have it annulled." 


A few representative bakers may go 
before the council next Tuesday evening 
and explain the present situation and 
their reasons for asking that the law 
be repealed.

Seymour Robertson, who hadn't 
carved the heart, did not forget her. 
He wrote to her occasionally. Hi& 
letters were full of encouragement, 
brotherly in tone. 
He knew 
she 
would succeed, he told her, and 
wasn't it "ripping" 
that 
she was 
planning to go into grand opera? 


"There are no events of interest to 
record at home," would be his per- 
functory form of closing. "I am 
studying, and pater and mater have 
great hopes for me." 


The situation thus 
presented is 
that of a girl full of energy working 
prodigiously to reach a great goal, 
and a boy in England peacefully 
pursuing his studies with the gen- 
eral idea of "helping the govern- 
ment," One knew just how she ex- 
pected to attain her end; the other 
had no definite object in sight. 
THEIB LIVES 
WIDELY SEPABATED. 


One worked amid turmoil, tem- 
perament and men and women who 
were steeped in the lore of worldli- 
ness; the other lived in a sphere of 
quietness and simplicity. And des- 
tiny, that great master of the game 
of life, kept moving both forward 
slowly and deliberately toward the 
climax of tragedy and romance that 
was in store for them.

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Delay to the Hospital Plan 


It is to be sincerely regretted that the county council failed to 


see its way clear to make the $50,000 appropriation sought 1'or the tu- 


berculosis hospital at this time, and by its refusal gave this beneficient 


Avork a set-back of nt least one year. The appropriation has been 


urged by the county commissioners who had made provision for start- 


ing the work, and by the Anti-Tuberculosis league, whoso members 


have devoted themselves assiduously to this work of unselfish humani- 


tuvianisin. The fact that the appropriation was defeated by a major- 


ity of but one vote in the council shows that all but a scant majority 


of the board appreciated the need for early action and recognized that 


failure of or delay in intelligent and adequate action to conserve 


human health is costing life that might be saved and occasioning peril 
and expense to others that might be avoided. 


Members of the council who opposed the providing of funds at 


this time offered the plea that undue haste was being urged, that a 
landscape architect should be secured to map out the grounds, and 
that further study and investigation are necessary before the county 
embarks in the hospital enterprise. Yet the matter lias, we think, 
been gone into very thoroughly by those who are leading the organ- 
ized'campaign against the white plague here. They have sought in- 
formation from many sources and observed the benificent operation 
of similar institutions elsewhere, and there has neveivbeen the slight 
cst clanger that the prosecution of the enterprise hero would not be 
attended by the most careful, competent and intelligent direction. 


Allen county has made a fine start in the creation of the sumrne 


camp, -Fort Kecovery, but it is but half doing its work when it fails t 
provide the hospital as well.. The hospital is of vastly more im 
portance than a good many other improvements on which, we spen 
money freely. Discouraging as the present defeat may be to the ant 
tuberculosis workers, it is but temporary. The hospital will com 
laier. and The Sentinel feels very sure the leaders in the effort are to 
devoted to the cause and too fine a crowd of good fighters to quit b 
fore they see the hospital as an accomplished triumph.
